Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed the importance of washing off of the capsaicin or its 
analogues. Examiner suggested that a kit stil reads on a composition and made a suggestion to include the detailed 
instructions of use of the kit in claim 1 and also amend claim 1 to specify that the first and second compositions are 
separately packaged. It was further suggested to specify the second components so as to distinguish it from the 
teachings of prior art of record (Wholehealthmd- washing hands with warm soapy water to remove capsaicin). 
Applicants will submit a supplemental amendment which will be considered for determining the patentability of claims.
